An immediate investigation of possible additional water supply 
from the Big Santa Anita Canyon Flood Control for Sierra Madre 
and any annexed area was authorized Tuesday night by the City 
Council. 

The action, coming at the end of the regular meeting, was 
prompted by Councilman Vinton A. Hoegee who stated that tho 
;ity's annexation of o part of the Hastings Ranch depends on the 
furnishing of water to thot area.

Mr. Hoegee was a member of 
a group of city officials and 
Planning Commission members 
who met Monday evening with 
Lou A. Scars, president, and 
R. W. Calloway, vice-president, 
of Lasco, Inc., of Altadena. This 
organization is negotiating for 
the purcha.se of that section of 
the Hastings Ranch lying nortli 
of Sierra Madre Blvd., for $1,2.50-, 
000. The entire project involves 
an estimated expenditure of 
about $3,000,000 for the purcha.se 
of the land and improvements. 

“Lasco has directly confronlefl 
us with the problem of annex¬ 
ation.” Mr. Hoegee said. “Those 
people want to come in, but 
they want to know what the 
city has to offer. They want to 
know about our water supply. 

I am at a loss as to what ans¬ 
wer to give them.” 

He said that,. in his estima¬ 
tion, tho city does not have an 
adequate water supply now to 
con.sider annexation. Sierra Mad¬ 
re had negotiated with Arcadia 
and Monrovia earlier, he said 
but those combinations had 
“claimed there was no wato|^. 
to turn Joosc.” ^ * 

“It looks -afe though thu' ffij? 
Santa Anita is our only source,” 
he stated, “but that might tqlqs 
years. And annexation will cost 
money.” 

Mayor Steinberger returned 
that it“might make money too”. 
He said that the general opinion 
in Sierra Madre was to “go get 
tho Hastings Ranch.” 

In asking for a frank apprais¬ 
al of the chances of supplying 
water to the huge development, 
Mr. Hoegee called on City En¬ 
gineer Joseph A. Hurley, who 
said he believed that water ac¬ 
quired from tho Flood Control 
project of the Big Santa Anita 
Canyon would take care of Sier¬ 
ra Madre and the proposed an¬ 
nexation. Mr. Hurley said tho 
city, applying individually could 
buy water from tho Metropoli¬ 
tan Water District only under 
contract that would be subject 
to cancellation. 

Estimated costs of $100,000, 
shared between Sierra Madre 
and Arcadia would cover de¬ 
velopment of necessary spread¬ 
ing grounds for the w'ater piped 
from tho Big Santa Anita, Mr. 
Hurley said.

Income Tax 


Saturdoy is March ISth and 
last call for income tax re¬ 
ports. Every person earning 
$500 or more last year must 
file. Taxpoyers who expect to 
receive wages subject to 
withholding in excess of 
$5000 plus $500 for exemp¬ 
tions except their own, or who 
expect to get $100 or more 
from sources other than 
wages, dividends or interest 
must also file a declaration 
of estimated tax for 1947.
